Reduced to 331 Souls 


GERMAN UNDERSEA BOATS DESTROYED MORE 
THAN 20,000 TONS OF COAST WISE VESSELS 


(By the Associated Press) 
New York, June 4.—The possible death toll from Ger­ 
manies submarine warfare on the American side of the 
Atlantic during the last ten days was reduced today to 
fewer than 350 souls. With the landing at Lewes, Dela­ 
ware, of nineteen survivors of the missing steamship Car­ 
olina, persons unaccounted for from that ship now number 
331, of whom 202 are passengers. The steamship City of 
Columbus, of the Savannah line arrived safely at port to­ 
day, bringing all passengers and crew. Other boats arriv­ 
ing were the Grecian Governor Cobb, Dorchester and 
Clyde liner Huron from a southern port Hie coming to 
port of these vessels leaves unaccounted for only the crew 
of the Samuel W. Hathaway of Boston. The total Ameri­ 
can tonnage known to have been sunk by raiders amounts 
to little over twenty thousand tons, all coastwise vessels, 
and seven of them sailing vessels. 
Another Strip Sunk. 
New York, June 4.—Reports came to the shipping au­ 
thorities today that another American steamship had been 
sunk by German submarines. No details were disclosed.

AMERICANS IX ACTION. 
The Americans stopped them 
to­ 
day. The Americans have sent scur­ 
rying to the bottom of the ocean doz­ 
ens of the U-boats. The Americans 
have driven the inhabitants of Ger­ 
man cities pell mell 
through 
the 
streets with the aerial bombs. Now 
the German high command has sent 
to the American shores submarines 
with the hope, doubtless, of fright­ 
ening the American people into stop­ 
ping transports to Europe. Americans 
cannot be frightened so. 
They will 
meet death and meet it manfully, 
but they will not take dictation from 
any autocrat in the world. 
What can the submarines hope to 
do in American waters? Nothing of 
any consequence, so far as the war 
is concerned. Unable to operate in 
the waters near France, driven from 
the North Sea, hounded to death in

Professor S. B. Eisenhart, one of 
the leaders in the new miliUry train­ 
ing movements, in discussing it, said: 
“One essential feature of the new 
course is the system of strictly mili­ 
Ury training. The student will be a 
soldier and will live a military life. 
He will not, as now, merely drill 
several times a week and then go 
about his college life in the same old 
way.’’ 
The expectation is that all students 
will have fitted themselves for com­ 
missions as second lieutenants upon 
the completion of their study. After 
the first year of military training, 
which will be obligatory upon all 
freshmen, it will be optional with the 
latter whether they desire to con­ 
tinue or to go into the four-year- 
academic course. 
The commandant here is Major J. 
A. Pearson of the United States cav­ 
alry, deUiled as professor of mili­ 
tary science and 
tactics. 
Assisting 
him are Captain Cornelius of the Ca­ 
nadian oversees forces and Lieuten­ 
ant Paul de Fourmestraux 
of 
the 
French army both of 
whom 
were 
wounded in battle and have been de­ 
tailed by their 
respective

New York, June 4.—The distress, 
hopelessness and chaos which over­ 
whelmed the well-to-do and official 
classes in the 
Russian 
Revolution 
are vividly portrayed from the stand­ 
point of a Russian woman in a letter 
received by her former classmate in 
this country. The writer is a daugh­ 
ter of a Russian diplomat who was 
connected with the Russian Embassy 
in Washington about twenty years 
ago and a widow of an officer in the 
Russian army who was killed early 
in the war. 
“Russia, crushed by exterior and 
interior enemies, justly despised and 
abhored by the great countries that 
once trusted her ,is ruined and dis­ 
appearing," she wrote. “My country 
is ceasing to exist. It was bad enough 
before the March revolution, when 
our unhappy, half-witted 
Emperor, 
under the influence of his German 
wife, seemed to do everything pos­ 
sible to make people lose patience. 
We have a thousand anonymous po­ 
tentates, the top ones paid by Ger­ 
many, and the lower ones lured into 
supporting them by money, money 
and money. 
“The present government has abol­ 
ished all laws, all courts, the police, 
land-ownership, all private real es­ 
tate in towns, all distinction of castes 
and grades in the army and navy. 
They have seized all the banks, are 
opening all the private safes and 
confiscating all gold and silver found 
therein though it had never been 
said before that was criminal to have 
it. 
“Of course everything they ‘decree’ 
is so made that it quite sure not to 
last forever, but the chaos they make 
will take centuries to forget. The 
country is going back to a savage 
state. 
And we will not live to wait 
for better times. 
“All Russia is, suffocating—every 
day brings new surprises that show 
that there is but one way out of it 
—the grave. On the ground of lib­ 
erty they abolish all laws, judges, at­ 
torneys, and substitute for it ‘Peo­ 
ple’s courts of justice’ with only sol­ 
diers, workmen or peasants, often 
quite illiterate and always without 
the slightest knowledge of court pro­ 
ceedings, taking the places of the 
former judiciary. 
“On the same ground they abolish 
all police, let loose all the criminals 
from the prisons, arm them, consti­ 
tuting from their number together 
with workmen, deserters and hooli­ 
gans a ‘red guard’ and fill the pris­ 
ons to their utmost with all those, 
who crave for order and will not 
work together with tine towards the 
total ruin of the country. 
“On the pretense of equality they 
abolish all grades in the army and 
navy and make all posts elective by 
the simple soldiers. 
In most places 
it is understood as complete extermi­ 
nation, lynching of the officers, who, 
for being better educated, are under 
suspicion of being 
‘counter-revolu­ 
tionary.’ The highest posts are oc­ 
cupied by elected soldiers who very 
often can hardly sign their names, 
and the former officers are made sim­ 
ple soldiers with a soldier’s pay of 
$3.50 a month and ordered to the 
lowest tasks; cleaning of the bar­ 
racks, cooking food, taking care of 
the horses. 
“Our great country could only ex­ 
ist when all the wheels of the gov­ 
ernment were working in harmony. 
Now everything is a perfect chaos. 
Everybody was willing to throw over 
the Czaristic government, but not in 
order to change it for this one, of 
loot, anarchy and treason toward our 
allie! Oh, the shame, the 
disgrace 
and the folloy of it! 
"The army which now consists of 
young boys (the regular one is long 
ago killed) without any sense of duty 
morals and discipline, see their ac­ 
quired “freedom" in the freedom to 
go home when they want to. And so 
all the trains, alf the stations, are 
attacked and destroyed by this horde 
of savages, who kill engineers, if it 
Feems to them the train goes too 
slowly, who martyrize 
the railway 
agents who tell them of the impos­ 
sibility of starting their train for 
there is another one coming towards 
them in the same time.

nothing to buy. 
“Petrograd will begin to die from 
hunger one of these days. And those 
who are the authors of it are sure 
to escape 
at 
the

abroad and live happily afterwards 
with the millions they will have rob­ 
bed, and leave the court to try its 
dreadful fate.

Allowance for Family of Soldiers. 


Here is what the government sends 
the family of the soldier who allots 
part of his pay to his dependents: 
If there is a wife but no child, $15 
per month. 
If there is a wife and one child, 
$25 per month. 
If there is a wife and two children 
$32.50 per month, 
with 
$5 
per 
month additional for each additional 
child. Maximum payment $50. 
If there is no wife, but one child, 
$5 per month. 
If there is no wife but two chil­ 
dren, $12.50 per month. 
If there is no wife but three chil­ 
dren $20 per month. 
If there is no wife,* but four chil­ 
dren, $30, with $5 per month addi­ 
tional for each additional child, max­ 
imum payment, $50. 
“Family allowance" will aid de­ 
pendent parents, sisters or brothers, 
as well as wife or child. The amounts 
of the government contributes are: 
If there is one parent $10 
month. 
If there are two parents, $20 
month. 
For each additional grandparent, 
grandchild, brother or sister $2 per 
month. 
To secure an allowance for a par­ 
ent, sister, or brother, the soldier 
must have been contributing at least 
$15 per month during the year to 
the dependent.

According to a recent survey of the I] 
war gardens in Oklahoma by J. W .; 
Bridges there are now 338,550 gar­ 
dens in this state. 
This certainly Is 
a good showing for Oklahoma. 
The writer has not seen a single 
garden but what Irish potatoes oc­ 
cupy part of the space. 
Practically 
every gardener has planted at least a 
peck of potatoes and many have 
planted several bushels . Where po­ 
tatoes are well cared for and under 
favorable 
climatic 
conditions 
the 
yield should be approximately 20 to 
I. Where a peck of seed was planted 
a five bushel yield should be made. 
Taking the minimum yield as a basis 
for calculation would give a yield of 
1,692,750 bushels of Irish potatoes 
in the war gardens. There is prob­ 
ably no doubt but what the yield 
from the war gardens 
will 
exceed 
$2,000,000 worth Gf potatoes. 
With a five bushel yield, 
if 
the 
potatoes are not harvested and stor­ 
ed properly, possibly one-half of our 
results will be lost on account of 
the rotting of many spring crop po­ 
tatoes. 
In the first place the usual practice 
is to leave the potatoes in the ground 
until the vines are dead and dried up. 
When the potatoes are dug they are 
exposed to the sun, carelessly hand­ 
led and improperly stored. 
Dig Early. 
When the plants begin to die is the 
proper time to dig. Where left long­ 
er the sun bakes them in the ground 
and when harvested regardless of the 
care in storing a large percent will 
rot. 
Do not expose the potatoes to the 
sun in dfging. Should harvesting dur­ 
ing the heat of the day be necessary 
remove them immediately from the 
open and place them in the shade. 
Grade out the broken and bruised 
potatoes for immediate use. 
Storing. 
Store the sound potatoes in a cool, 
dry place where the sun 
will 
not 
shine on them. A cellar or cave is 
good, but they may be stored in a 
barn. In case they are sto’ed in the 
barn 
some 
additional 
protection 
from cold will be necessary during 
the winter. 
Do not make deep piles, slatted 
crates or slatted shelves is to be pre­ 
ferred to deep piles. 
Where the above precautions are 
taken the spring crop of Irish pota­ 
toes can be kept for winter use.— 
Oklahoma State Council of Defense, 
Garden Bureau. D. C. Mooring, Gar­ 
den Specialist.

WOOD REIT INTER 


That every citizen 
of 
Oklahoma 
who is in reach of a wood supply 
ought to make preparations this sum­ 
mer to use this fuel next winter and 
release as much coal as possible, is 
the belief of P. A. Norris, Federal 
Fuel Administrator for Oklahoma. 
There is plenty of coal in the state, 
but there are not enough cars to haul 
it in or enough locomotives to pull it. 
We must use wood or else there will 
be a fuel shortage probably as great 
as last winter. 
"I know some people 
have 
not 
equipped their homes 
for 
burning 
wood,” says Mr. Norris, “but it will 
take little effort to provide means. 
"This administration does not ad­ 
vise burning wood where it must be 
transported by rail. 
There are hun­ 
dreds of towns near enough to tim­ 
ber, however, for wood to be hauled 
direct from the forest to the consum­ 
er. 
The citizens of these towns owe 
it to their government at this time 
to burn this wood. 
"In the last year or two coal has 
been cheaper than wood. 
With the 
increased cost of coal and 
the 
in­ 
creased freight rate in effect, wood 
this fall and winter promises to be 
as cheap as coal, or even cheaper. 
"I want to appeal to every family 
in Oklahoma in reach of wood to use 
it. Make provisions for it this sum­ 
mer. 
Get it stored as soon as pos­ 
sible. Let Uncle Sam have the coal.”

endeavored to take advantage of my 
distress. 
Io the meanwhile, however. I can 
e e ly express my thanks in this ineffec­ 
tive manner, trusting that in some 
mysterious way a copy of this book 
May fall into the hands of every one 
who befriended me. I hope particular­ 
ly that every good Hollander who 
P la y ed the part of the Good Samari­ 
tan to me so bountifully afterfmy es­ 
cape from Belgium will see these pages 
■■dfeei that I am absolutely sincere 
when I say that words cannot begin to 
express my sense of gratitude to the 
Dutch people. 
It Is needless for me to say how 
deeply I feel for my fellow-prisoners 
in Germany who were less fortunate 
than I. 
Poor, poor fellows—they are 
thereal victims of the war. I hope that 
every one of them may soon be re­ 
stored to that freedom whose value I 
neaer fully realized until after I had !

The Folly of Despair. 
Less than nine months ago eighteen 
officers of the Royal 
flying corps, 
which had been training in Canada, I very much the worse for iv 
lqft for England on the Meganic. 
If any of them was over twenty-five 
years of age, he had successfully con­ 
cealed the fact, because they don't ac­ 
cept older men for the R. F. C.
